The hydrant pressure from the pumping
station more than half a mile away was
at about 120 pounds as a minimum
and 135 as a maximum. The pumping sta-

tion was supplying water at 150 pounds

pressure and the loss, considering the dis-

tribution, was accounted slight. The nozzle

force varied all the way from fifty-five to

eighty pounds pressure, one line reaching

as high as ninety pounds. This force dis-
tributed water with all twelve lines at work
at the rate of 4,900 gallons a minute. The
display was on for about a half hour, so

that close to 150,000 gallons of water were

played at high pressure in the air.
This, it was estimated, was equivalent to

short lengths, none belng mere than 150
feet long.— It was figured that the loss
would be about seven and a half pounds
nozzle pressure for every fifty-foot length
of hose added.
